A representative of the News paid a 
vilit yenterday to the railroad machine 
•hop. which are in the ccur.e of coi s iuc- 
tion In the lower part ol the city. A look 
at the surrounding, indicate, most clearly 
that they are tbe biggest thing in the way 
of poblic improvements that Cloverport has 
yet gotten hold of or that she is likely to 
have soon. Tbe main buildings are all 
about completed, and the work of placiig 
the machinery to be used in them is now 
going on. About aeventy men are at work 
on tbe grounds and more will be employed 
alter a while. Master Mechanic Ferry 
told us that the company had already ex- 
pended about fifty thousand dollars on the 
shop.. The machinery which i. being put 
into them is new out and out, and on a 
much larger scale than that used at Hen- 
derson. Steam was rai.ed in the shops 
for the first time about a week ago. This 
wa. done to test some of the machinery 
that is being put in place and adjust it in 
perfect running order. Altogether the 
concern and its surroundings present, a 
lively and business like appearance, and 
when the work of repairing for tbe L , St. 
I, A T. begin, in earnest it will be wor h 
a visit to go down and inspect it. 

Mr. Ferry assured us that the work of
